Nothing Alarming—or New 

(From Fred G. Carter, San Francisco) 

As a yearly subscriber to your good 
magazine, I feel my opinion, as well as 
that of all subscribers. regarding your 
verbatim reproduction of the Crevolin  in- 
terview. is of interest to you. I heartily 
approve of your uncensored and unedited 
reproduction of the things Mr. Crevolin 
said. In that. rest assured. nothing could 
“boomerang” against you. On the con- 
trary. more of such outspoken opinions 
should be aired. and you are to be com- 
mended for your honesty. Only the oppo- 
sition to the status quo make a mountain 
out of a molehill, [| was one of the first 

. to read the article. before the news- 
papers and Racing Form joined in. I saw 
nothing alarming about it. The things 
said were nothing generally unknown by 
most all of my acquaintances and a large 
segment of the “public” of which we are 
members. 

As a regular and constant purchaser of 
the Racing Form the year around just for 


my interest in racing. although I seldom 
can attend a race track, and a yearly pur- 
chaser of the Manual, I am sending Mr. 
Perlman a copy of this letter. I read the 
daily articles by Shipman. Hatton, Otis, 
and Dunstan, and other than Mr. Dun- 
stan’s honest-as-usual remarks about the 
Keats story in the Mirror, I can’t say that 
it is not painful to devote the amount of 
time I do daily to reading these four 
columnists and know all the time that so 
much being avoided that is far more 
important to the good of racing than that 
which they do write. 

Today's Form contains an article on the 
front page headed “Suggest Drastic Ac- 
tion Be Taken With Crevolin,” and I 
quote from the statement of Illinois Board 
member W. S. Miller: “, his talk is 
that of a person who totally lacks percep- 
tion of the sport.” also “who make mali- 


cious, unfounded statements against the 
fine character of Thoroughbred horse 
racing.” Evidently Mr. Miller still be- 


lieves that some person speaking the truth 
might upset the status quo. He should get 
out among the public in the grandstand 
and hear for himself the reaction uttered 
when form reversals and the like take 
place.

T FIRST it looked like a dead heat between An- 

drew J. Crevolin and THE BLOOD-HoRSE; the 
former had been just as outrageous in saying what 
he said as the latter had been in publishing what 
he said. The contest gradually resolved itself in 
favor of the magazine: it had flown so violently in 
the face of good usage that Crevolin was a poor 
second. He was just a clumsy fellow with a great 
gift for putting his metatarsals between his max- 
illaries, whereas THE BLOOD-HORSE should have 
known better; the magazine had an obligation not 
to rock any boats, upset any applecarts, wake any 
sleeping dogs. 

Californians were puzzled, then angry. “A wel- 
ter of indignation was rising in local thoroughbred 
circles over the publication of the article,’ Paul 
Lowry reported in the Los Angeles Times. “One 
owner said if the idea was to hold Crevolin up to 
ridicule and thereby belittle California racing, it 
was high time that readers in the State wipe THE 
BLoop-HorsE off their subscription list ....W. W. 
(Tiny) Naylor... said he would never buy another 
yearling at Keeneland.” 

“One of America’s most prominent turf per- 
sonalities” was quoted in Daily Racing Form: “T 
am at a loss to understand why a magazine such as 
THE BLOoD-HORSE should choose to give such prom- 
inence to the obviously loose talk of a man whose 
importance in racing is limited, being related only 
to his good luck in obtaining a few outstanding 
horses .... What purpose could there possibly be in 
giving prominence to such irresponsible utterances 
which will only be used by enemies of racing to un- 
dermine the sport?” 

Evan Shipman, of Daily Racing Form, could 
see right through the whole sorry mess: “A little 
skillful, malicious prodding on a reporter’s part 
can trap all but the most sophisticated into saying 
things that have about as much relation to the truth 
as a distorting mirror at Coney Island. As you may 
have gathered, Crevolin is no sophisticate. The un- 
scrupulous newspaperman ... has no very hard 
task in front of him....” 

The quotations point right at the villain of the 
piece. Those young men who asked “poor Andy 
Crevolin” a few innocent questions were skilful, 
malicious, unscrupulous—Machiavellis in the cloth- 


ing of Herbert Bayard Swope. (Aw, go on, folks, 
we're not really that good.) 

Not everyone, of course, has arrived at the 
conclusion that THE BLOop-HoRsE is either dement- 
ed or diabolical. For the benefit of those who have, 
we wish to make a few remarks. 

(1) Accusations of base motives are unneces- 
sary, unconvincing, and beside the point. There 
was no attempt to ridicule or belittle. If anybody 
struck below the belt, the blow was unintentional. 
It should be admitted, at the same time, that THE 
BLOoD-HORSE was at fault in its failure to intercept 
some of the wilder swings, especially the pointless, 
proofless reference to Arlington Park. 

(2) It is much easier to raise a commotion 
with a little truth than with a big lie. The Crevolin 
interview could hardly have provoked such violent 
reactions if it had not touched a sensitive spot. 

(3) Racing has worked hard in recent years to 
gain, and genuinely to deserve, a reputation for in- 
tegrity and honesty. It has gained and deserved 
that reputation, and at the same time has become 
extremely jealous of it, to the point that it considers 
people within the sport honor-bound not to make 
any critical remarks which might be overheard by 
the general public. Hence the enormity of our pub- 
lication of the Crevolin interview. 

THE BLoop-HorsE always has been willing to 
do its part in defending racing against lies and 
misrepresentation. It is most unwilling to partici- 
pate in any attempt to cover up, gloss over, or oth- 
erwise ignore frank discussion of its faults and 
deficiencies, or of matters which any considerable 
portion of the population interpret as faults or 
deficiencies. 

The question of so-called qualifying races is 
one for responsible authorities to attack, not to 
avoid. If they simply deprecate, condemn, and intim- 
idate those who raise the issue, they are perform- 
ing no service to racing. The public is never so 
deaf or blind that it fails to learn of the things 
wrong with racing, actual or imagined, and never 
so dumb that it fails to give circulation to whatever 
facts or fancies it may hear. 

(4) Moral: If management will hear no evil, if 
authority will see no evil, if the press must speak no 
evil, we do not become angels—only monkeys.

Foaled in 1949 at Jeffords’ division of 
Faraway Lexington. One 
Count is by Count Fleet) out of the 
stakes winner Ace Card. by Case Ace. 
Along with other yearlings he was kept 
at Faraway until November. 1950. when 
he was sent to Maryland for training. An 
unusually severe winter in the Annapelis 
area delayed his training to the extent 
that he did not get to the races until the 
fall of his 2-year-old year. 

He won one race at 2. at Garden State 
Park. At 3 he won 7 races. was 3 times 
second and twice third. His victories in- 
cluded the Belmont Stakes. Travers 
Stakes. Jockey Club Gold Cup. and Em- 
pire City Gold Cup. He was second in 
the Withers and in the Lawrence Reali- 
zation, and third in the Preakness. 

Last vear One Count won an overnight 
handicap at Jamaica and was third in 
the Gallant Fox Handicap. He did not 
race in 1954, In 3 seasons he won 9 
of 23 starts and earned $245.625. 

One Count’s dam. Ace Card. was 
named “mare of the year” in 1952, Ace 
Card won stakes at 2 and 3. the only 
seasons she raced. and each of her first 
3 foals—Post Card ($170.300).  Yildiz 
($90.475). and One Count ($245.625)— 
won stakes. Ace Card is a half-sister to 
Adile. stakes winner of $126.825. and out 
of the Man o° War mare Furlough. half- 
sister to the stakes winners Dawn Attack.

Noble Risk took the lead shortly after the start. 
Mid Admiral and Red Hannigan remained close, 
and with 2 furlongs to go Red Hannigan began 
to narrow the gap. At the eighth-pole he caught 
Noble Risk, but the leader refused to quit and 
the 2 reached the finish in a dead heat. Diving 
Board, third, was 5 lengths behind the winners. 
Mid Admiral weakened, finished fourth. 

Red Hannigan was foaled January 21, 1951, at 
Faraway Farm, Lexington. The estate of Samuel 
D. Riddle sold him to Woodley Lane Farm for 
$11,000 at the 1952 Keeneland summer sales. 
Woodley Lane Farm is the racing name of Joe 
Straus and Lafayette Ward, both of San Antonio, 
Texas, and Steven Bayard Wilson, of Providence, 
R. I. The colt is named for an Army officer who 
was a hero of World War I. 

As a 2-year-old Red Hannigan won 2 of 10 starts 
and earned $7,675. He has been more successful 
this year although the Providence was his first 
stakes win. Previously he had finished second in 
the Jersey and Leonard Richards Stakes and third 
in the Louisiana Derby and Saranac Handicap. 

*Heliopolis, which stands at Coldstream Stud, 
Lexington, has 6 other stakes winners this year. 
Red Hannigan is his 4lst, all told. 

Noble Risk was foaled April 13, 1951, at Cold- 
stream Stud, and was sold in the Almahurst Farm 
consignment to the 1952 Saratoga sales. H. S. 
Finney, agent, bought him for $20,500. Noble Risk 
began his racing career in Mrs. Elizabeth Gra- 
ham’s Maine Chance Farm stable. On July 31, 1953, 
he was claimed for $8,000 by Keystone Stable, 
which held him until July 17, 1954, when M. R. 
Prestridge and L. R. Allison’s Saxon Stable, his 
present owner, claimed him for $12,500 at Jamaica. 
He already has more than paid his claiming price, 
having won 2 allowance races for his new owners 
before the Providence, his first stakes start. 

Like *Heliopolis. sire of Red Hannigan, *Nirgal, 
sire of Noble Risk, stands at Coldstream Stud. 
Noble Risk is his first 1954 stakes winner, and is 
the first foal of Run A Risk, a young daughter of 
the noted producer Risk.

Ak-Sar-Ben’s Dedication to Service 


Largely Explains Its Success 


Knights and Others Contributed $770,000 
To Build Omaha’s Race Track in 1921 


By Dan M. Bowmar III 


PART TWO 


The Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben. founded in 
1895. were a success from the beginning. 
The men who formed the organization were 
interested in promoting Omaha and Ne- 
braska and their first project illustrated 
the seale on which they planned to oper- 
ate. To stimulate interest in the Nebraska 
State Fair, then held in Omaha, the 
Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben hauled all of the 
floats used in New Orleans’ Mardi Gras 
to Omaha for a parade. The event was 
such a success that it became an annual 
fall festival. 

Entertainment was only one of the pro- 
grams which the organization wished to 
sponsor; it was a means to an end, The 
improvement of agriculture throughout 


Nebraska—entailing the improvement of 
business. since Nebraska is an agricul-

tural state—was the principal goal. 

Like any crganization which has_ big 
plans. the Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben needed 
big revenue. The dominant philosophy of 
the Knights always has been: “The Lord 
helps those who help themselves.” In 1921 
the board of governors. composed of lead- 
ing Omaha businessmen. decided that the 
best method of obtaining additional rev- 
enue would be to build a race track, Mem- 
bers of the Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben do- 
nated $770.000. which was used to buy 
a plot of ground (now Ak-Sar-Ben Field) 
and to build a one-mile track, barns. and 
a grandstand. 

Moderately successful meetings were 
held each year until 1931. when a newly 
elected State attorney-general obtained an 
injunction against pari-mutuel betting. 
There was a clause in the Nebraska con- 
stitution which forbade gambling. and no 
amendment !egalizing mutuel wagering 
had been passed before Ak-Sar-Ben_ start- 
ed racing. 

For several years. Ak-Sar-Ben was close 
io extinction. Bonds were defaulted. bills 
were unpaid. The governors. convinced 
that only racing could restore the organ- 
ization’s prosperity and its full useful- 
ness to society, decided to campaign for 
a constitutional amendment which would 
legalize pari-mutuel betting. 

Such an amendment had to be approved 
first by the legislature. then by the voters, 
No one anticipated that a favorable deci- 
sion would be easy to obtain. especially 
since no money was available to finance 
a campaign. However. Ak-Sar-Ben already 
had established 2 powerful reasons for 
public support: (1) Because of its past 
record, voters knew that money made at 
the Omaha race meetings would be dis- 
tributed throughout the State: and (2) 
racing revenue appeared to be the only 
salvation for Nebraska county fairs. In 
1934 only 54 county fairs were held. and 
many of those were near bankruptcy. Ak- 
Sar-Ben agreed to an admissions tax which 
would be earmarked for the county fairs, 


and pledged that it would help the fairs 
with its own funds. 

In 1934 the legislature and the voters 
approved a constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing pari-mutuel betting on race meet- 
ings conducted by non-profit organiza- 
tions. The legislature established a non- 
salaried racing commission. and fixed no 
tax upon the pari-mutuel betting. The no- 
tax provision was not unusual in 1934, 
but today Nebraska is the only state in 
the country which does not take a share 
of the mutuel pools. The take-out is 10 per 
cent. all of which goes to the association, 

Nebraska’s unique racing set-up was 
considered impractical in other sections 
of the country. THE BLoop-Horse of Jan- 
uary 19, 1935, said: “It has been reported 
that Nebraska will attempt to handle rac- 
ing on a non-profit basis, beginning with 
the appointment of a racing commission 
which will serve without salary, Eastern 
observers have interpreted this as a Ne- 
braskan confession of faith in Santa 


Claus, but the experiment of treating the 
sport as a sport may prove of interest.” 
During the years when Ak-Sar-Ben was 
trying to organize a campaign for a pari- 
mutuel betting amendment, the job of

Assistant General Manager 
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running the organization proved too ex- 
tensive for part-time help to handle. In 
1932 a new general manager. J, J. (Jake) 
Isaacson, was hired. 

\ native of Omaha, Isaacson’s first job 
(at the age of 12) was with the now de- 
funct Omaha Daily News. In 1916 he was 
named city recreation director. a position 
he held for about a year before he en- 
listed in the Army, Shorty after his return 
from World War I, Isaacson accepted a 
position with the world’s largest American 
Legion post—the Omaha Post No. 1. His 
duties included publishing a weekly news- 
paper. raising money for Legion welfare 
projects, and organizing recreational ac- 
tivities. He worked with the Legion until 
he accepted the Ak-Sar-Ben post. 

Ak-Sar-Ben’s executive staff has en- 
larged considerably since Isaacson was 
named general manager. Full-time em- 
ployees now include 2 assistant general 
managers, a publicity director, 6 clerical 
workers, and 20 maintenance employees. 

Isaacson, about 60, still moves at a fast 
pace, and much of Ak-Sar-Ben’s recent 
success has been due to his planning and 
hard work. In the last few years he has 
assigned much responsibility to his chief 


assistant. Keith Carter, a young man who 
has had extensive experience with live- 
stock and racing, Ak-Sar-Ben’s biggest 
interests. Carter was born in Palisade. a 
small town in western Nebraska. where 
his father still operates a farm, He was 
graduated from the University of Nebraska 
in 1938. then became managing editor of 
the Nebraska Farmer. During World War 
Il he was an FBI agent for 3 years. In 
1946 he was one of the first men picked by 
Spencer Drayton for his Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau, Carter stayed 
with the TRPB until 1951, when he moved 
to Ak-Sar-Ben as assistant general man- 
ager. with special emphasis on 4-H and 
race track work. 

Although the return of racing meant 
black ink instead of red. Ak-Sar-Ben’s 
meetings from 1935 through 1942 were on 
a small scale. (The minimum purse in 
1935 was $400; in 1942, $600.) In 1943 
the Army took over Ak-Sar-Ben Field, 
where the race track is located. for a 
Motor Rehabilitation Depot. Racing was 
suspended until 1945, when the Army re- 
turned the field to Ak-Sar-Ben. 

In proportion to the surrounding pop- 
ulation. the only tracks in the United

(Note. Ak-Sar-Ben’s figures are based on 8 races daily, including 
Saturdays. Many of the other tracks listed run 9 races daily. The only 
betting “incentive” offered by Ak-Sar-Ben is twilight racing on each 
Thursday. “Some tracks haven’t done too well with twilight racing,” 
Isaacson said, “but Thursdays are almost as good as Saturdays for us. 
However, I think one day a week is enough.” 
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States which have a larger mutuel handle 
are Keeneland and several resort tracks, 
such as Saratoga and Oaklawn Park. 
which attract many tourists. 

Isaacson believes that one reason Ak- 
Sar-Ben has compiled such an outstand- 
ing record in comparison with tracks in 
much larger cities is that it has made 
more friends away from home than other 
race tracks. “Our program reaches into 
every county in Nebraska. and most of 
the counties in western Towa.” he said, 
“and those neople like to come to Ak- 
Sar-Ben because they know that our money 
will be going back to their own county.” 


He estimates that 60 per cent of the 
track’s customers come from outside 
Douglas Ceunty (Omaha). 


To encourage attendance. Ak-Sar-Ben 
is quite liberal with passes. each of which 
requires the payment of 35 cents to cover 
service charges and taxes. Those without 
passes pay only 75 cents. Several mem- 
bers of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations, of which Ak-Sar-Ben is a charter 
member and on whose board of directors 
Isaacson has served for the last 6 years, 
have expressed opposition to the “free 
gate.” Isaacson feels that it is a problem 
to be solved by each track. 

“T certainly don’t want to tell some- 
one on the East Coast how to run a race 
track.” he said. “but neither do I want 
to be told how to run a race track in 
Nebraska, Some people will tell you that 
the people who come on passes won't bet 
any money. I know that the people who 
come to Ak-Szr-Ben on passes bet money. 
We couldn’t have continued to gain stead- 
ily in mutuel handle if they didn’t. I 
would guess that 60 per cent of our fans 
attend on passes.” 


THE RACING 

Ak-Sar-Ben’s tremendous upsurge in 
mutuel handle and attendance has not 
been accompanied by a corresponding in- 
crease in the quality of horses, although 
the quality at the recent meeting was the 
best since the track began operation. 
Isaacson feels there is “no complete solu- 
tion” to the problem. 

“We are stuck out here 500 miles from 
the nearest racing center.” he said, “and 
we operate for only 35 days. After our 
meeting is over, there is no place for 
horsemen to go except Denver, and they 
have had to drop their minimum so low— 
$1.000 this year—that there isn’t much in- 
centive to ship there. If a man leaves an- 
other racing circuit to come here. he has 
a tough time getting back in. I can’t blame 
him for staying where he can race all 
summer. 

“Our best hope for future improvement. 
I think. is the improvement of Nebraska- 
bred and Nebraska-owned horses. If a 
local man gets a good horse, he naturally 
want to run him here.”

It 
started when Ak-Sar-Ben announced this 
spring that it would give $500 to every 
county fair in Nebraska which would match 
this grant with at least an equal amount, all 
to be spent on some permanent improve- 
ment on their fair grounds. The offer was 
just the impetus that many fairs needed, 
and already 40 have applied for the Ak-Sar- 
Ben grant. More are expected to do so be- 
fore the end of the year. 


This new project is just one of the many 
ways in which Ak-Sar-Ben uses its revenues 
from racing and from its other activities for 
the betterment of this great agricultural 
empire. Our scholarships, 4-H and FFA 
awards at County Fairs, Agricultural Road 
Show, Live Stock Show, charitable and 
civic contributions total many thousands of 
dollars each year. 

That is why we say there is a 100'¢ tax 
on racing in Nebraska—because all of the 
proceeds must be used for the benefit of 
all of the people.

year. “You won't believe this.” he said. 
“but when we first started running Ne- 
braska-bred races. the 2-year-olds looked 
like goats. A lot of them barely could see 
over a half-opened stall door.” This year 
some of the best 2-year-olds on the 
grounds were Nebraska-breds. and Ne- 
braska and Iowa owners accounted for 38 
per cent of the purse money, the highest 
percentage in Ak-Sar-Ben’s history. 

To help encourage Thoroughbred breed- 
ing in Nebraska. Ak-Sar-Ben last year 
began to pay 10 per cent breeders’ awards. 
It is mandatory at Nebraska tracks that 
Nebraska breeders be paid 3 per cent of 
each winning purse. Ak-Sar-Ben pays the 
other 7 per cent out of its own pocket. 

One of the stakes run during my visit 
was the Ak-Sar-Ben Futurity. which is re- 
stricted to  Nebraska-bred 
Thirty horses were entered overnight. ne- 
cessitating 2 divisions. and 27. started. 
Two years ago, Ak-Sar-Ben had to cancel 
this stakes because of a lack of entries. 
Charlie Murnan, secretary of the Nebraska 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, was 
credited with much of the success of this 
year’s race. The day before the final eli- 
gibility payment was due. Murnan sent 22 
wires to breeders throughout the State. 
urging them to keep their 2-year-olds 
eligible. Murnan also urged all owners to 
run in the Futurity, even if they did not 
expect te win. “One of our problems in 
Isaacson said. “was that often 
out over the others, and

Ak-Sar-Ben realizes that people usual- 
ly don’t know what it does unless Ak- 
Sar-Ben tells them. One of the meth- 
ods used to inform the public is print- 
ing messages, outlining various phases 
of the organization’s program, on the 
back page of each day’s racing pro- 
gram. Reproduced here are 2 of the 
4 messages used on the 1954 programs. 
To insure that racing fans don’t get 
the wrong idea about how much Ak- 
Sar-Ben makes at its race meetings, 
the charts which appear in the Omaha 
World-Herald, the city’s only news- 
paper, carry an extra item of informa- 
tion—“amount returned public.” 
General Manager J. J. Isaacson be- 
lieves this information helps prevent 
“wild guesses” regarding Ak-Sar- 
Ben’s revenue. 


Berigan, of Omaha, The second division 
was won by Royal Roy. a Yellow Tulip 
colt bred and owned by Milt Moskowitz, 
also of Omaha. newly elected president of 
the breeders’ association. 

Of the 2 division winners. Royal Roy 
appears to be the better. He won his divi- 
sion by 6 lengths. and 5 days later became 
the first Nebraska-bred 2-year-old ever to 
win the Ak-Sar-Ben Juvenile Stakes. The 
Juvenile also had to be run in 2 divisions. 
the other section going to Dog Fish. a 
colt by Spotted Bull. 

Stakes values range from $2.575 added 
for the Nebraska-bred stakes to $10.400 
added for the Ak-Sar-Ben Handicap. big- 
gest race of the meeting. Other stakes 
have $5.100 added. The unusual totals are 
caused by fifth money awards. which Ak- 
Sar-Ben paid in each race this year, 
Isaacson said the practice was “very pop- 
ular” with the horsemen. “Most of the 
men who race with us have to make their 
stables pay. and almost all of them were 
in favor of enlarging the distribution, even 
if first money had to be reduced.” he said, 

Best horse at the recent meeting was 
Lefty James. a 5-year-old gelding by Bull 
Reigh—Paula’s Lulu, by *Boswell. owned 
by J. K. Houssels. Las Vegas hotel man 
and ranch owner, A stakes winner each 
year for the ‘ast 3 years. Lefty James was 
at Ak-Sar-Ben for the first time. He won 
3 stakes in succession before losing to the 
lightly weighted Equichall in the Ak-Sar- 
Ben Handicap. 

Leading money-winning stable this year. 
as in 1953. was that of W. D. Rorick and 
L. O. (Spec) Lane. of Johnson, Kansas, 
The Rorick-Lane horses earned $20,280,

Because the basic economy of the middle- 
west depends so’ much upon agriculture, 
Ak-Sar-Ben has devoted a considerable 
portion of its program to this particular field.

although none of them won a stakes. Hous- 
sels, with a much smaller stable. was a 
close second with $19,565, 

Total purse distribution was $550,905, 
which was $25.000 more than was adver- 
tised before the meeting opened. By the 
end of the meeting the minimum purse 
was $2.050, $500 above the original min- 
imum. However, the total distribution rep- 
resented only 35.8 per cent of the track’s 
share of the pari-mutuel handle. Needless 
to say, the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association regards this figure 
as too low. R. E. Stewart. secretary of the 
Rocky Mountain division of the HBPA. 
said. “We never catch up with them, Every 
year they give us a little more money, but 
every year their mutuel handle goes up 
even more.” 

Isaacson said. “We want to share our 
prosperity with the men who race here. 
but I can’t see $2.000 purses for $1.250 
claimers. I don’t see how you can ever 
improve the quality of racing if a man 
ean earn as much with a $1.250 horse as 
he can with a $5,000 horse.” 

Isaacson and Allen Higgins, an Omaha 
businessman who heads the HBPA’s Rocky 
Mountain division, always have been able 
to agree on purses—up to now. 


THE RACING PLANT 


Ak-Sar-Ben dees not have prominent 
horses and big purses to attract customers. 
but it does have 2 assets that many larger 
race tracks would envy—accessibility and 
a tremendous free parking area. Ak-Sar- 
Ben Field is adjacent to the city limits of 
southwest Omaha. about 6 miles from the 
downtown business center. Because most 
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RIPPEY was fast. He broke track records, 
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of the streets have 4 lanes of traffic, it is 
possible to reach the track from downtown 
in 15 minutes. Once upon the grounds, 
a patron has a choice of a 5.000-car con- 
crete parking lot. about 100 yards from 
the grandstand. or a 3.000-car parking lot 
in the infield. less than 50 yards from the 
grandstand. There is an automobile tunnel 
near the head of the stretch, and a pedes- 
trian tunnel which leads directly into the 
grandstand. 

Ak-Sar-Ben’s racing plant is attractive 
and comfortable. without being plush. It 
is one of the few race tracks in the United 
States with a daily average handle over 
$400,000 which does not have a club house. 
Isaacson says the reason for the omission 
is the governors’ desire to keep racing 
“democratic.” 

Even if a club house were thought de- 
sirable, it would be difficult to find a suit- 
able location. The grandsiand is a huge, 
rambling structure with more than 8.000 
seats. A club house built at either end 
of the grandstand would give customers 
about the same telescopic view of the fin- 


ish line as that enjoyed by club house 
patrons at Keeneland. 

Also on the “no have got” list are a 
restaurant and a bar, Because the track 
is outside the city limits of Omaha, it can 
not serve any alcoholic beverage except 
beer (Nebraska law requires that bars 
must be located within incorporated 
cities), but Isaacson said that Ak-Sar-Ben 
would not request a liquor license if it 
could get it. “We want people to come 
here because they like racing. not liquor,” 
he said. A restaurant is regarded as un- 
necessary. since there are 10 refreshment 
stands scattered over the grounds, 

This year several thousand new stadium- 
type seats were installed in the grand- 
stand. Time did not allow completion of 
the project before the meeting opened on 
May 20. but the final 1.600 seats are to 
be installed before the 1955 meeting. 
Formerly all the seats. except for 4 rows 
of boxes across the front of the stand, were 
benches. which had 2 disadvantages: (1) 
They were rather uncomfortable; and (2) 
they did not make for efficient use of seat- 


ing space on busy days. 

Also new this year was a 12-stall pad- 
dock at the west end of the grandstand 
(see picture). Cool, airy, and roomy, it 
compares favorably with the paddock at 
any track in the country. Facing the pad- 
dock is a terraced area for spectators. 

Adjacent to the paddock is the Junior 
Jockey Club, an area reserved for children 
attending the races. Nebraska’s racing law 
does not allow admittance of children 
under 18 years old. Ak-Sar-Ben operates 
the Junior Jockey Club primarily for the 
children of owners. trainers. em- 
ployees. although any patron who brings 
his children may use the facilities. which 
include a separate grandstand, rest rooms, 
and soft drink stand, Parents are encour- 
aged to stay with the children, although 
there is an attendant who will watch them 
if the parent wishes to go to the main 
grandstand to bet. 

One structure needed is a new stewards’ 
stand. The present stand is a small, low 
building at the finish line, From this point 
it is impossible to see what is happening

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One of the improvements completed before the 1954 meeting was a new paddock, which offers much more space, 
both for horses and spectators, than the old paddock under the grandstand. Facing the 12 stalls is a large terraced 


area which can accommodate several hundred fans without crowding. 


during much of each race. There are pa- 
trol judge towers at the end of the back- 
stretch and at the head of the stretch, but 
none on the first turn or at the head of the 
backstretch. To compound this lack of 
supervision, the track does not have the 
film patrol. 

Improvements planned for 1955 include 
the construction of a combined stewards’ 
stand and press box at the top of the 
grandstand. The present press box, an 
antiquated wooden structure, does not have 
enough space to accommodate the stew- 
ards, Carter said there is a “possibility” 
that the track will install a film patrol 
system before the next meeting. 

Behind the grandstand (see picture) 
are the Ak-Sar-Ben Coliseum, the largest 
auditorium in Nebraska (seating capacity 
10,000) and the Ak-Sar-Ben Livestock Pa- 
vilion, a concrete block and brick building 
constructed in 1947 to house the fall stock 
show. the largest 4-H stock show in the 
world. The pavilion. built primarily for 
sows. sheep, and hogs, becomes a 462- 
stall horse barn during the race meeting. 
Because the temperatures in Omaha dur- 
ing the meeting often are quite high (95°- 
110°). the roof of the livestock pavilion 
is flooded with water to a depth of about 3 
inches, a measure which reduces the tem- 
perature within the barn by several de- 
grees, Near the coliseum are 2 concrete- 
block horse barns. All other barns are 
wooden, and are located beyond the back- 
stretch. 

R. A. (Dick) Leigh. who combines the 
jobs of racing secretary and_ presiding 
steward, said the stall situation this year 


was “very bad. We had 1.407 horses on 
the grounds. and 1.000 would have been 
plenty.” The preferred list got so long 
that often a horse needed 9 stars to get in 
a race. “With so many Leigh 
added. “We had to put too many horses in 
the big barn (the livestock pavilion). I 
had hoped to leave aisle space in there 
this year—keep the stalls down to 300. 
but a lot of applications came in late. and 
we wound up with 462. about the same 
number we had last year.” 


FIRE PREVENTION 


In 1937. Ak-Sar-Ben was the scene of 
one of the country’s worst race track fires. 
Three men and 76 horses were burned 
to death when fire destroyed a 200-stail 
barn. Because the fire knocked out tele- 
phone lines. it was more than 20 minutes 
before the first fire truck reached the 
track, The disaster resulted in a more 
strenuous fire prevention program. Ak- 
San-Ben has not had a fire in the last 
17 years. and today the track has one of 
the best fire prevention programs in the 
United States. 

Eighty-five per cent of the barns are 
equipped with automatic sprinklers. Isaac- 
son feels that the sprinklers provide the 
most efficient protection at the most rea- 
sonable price. (The National Board of 
Fire Underwriters agrees with Isaacson. 
In a recent pamphlet it said: “A horse 
barn equipped with a standard automatic 
sprinkler system. if properly maintained. 
offers the best protection against serious 
fire or loss of horses that yet has yet been 
devised.”) The only barns which are not 


horses,”

equipped with sprinklers are older struc- 
tures which soon will be razed. All barns 
are painted regularly with fire-resistant 
paint. 

Ak-Sar-Ben also has a 24-hour patrol 
to check possible fire hazards. The in- 
spection team often confiscates faulty 
electrical appliances, which are not re- 
turned to the owner until he is ready to 
leave the track. The track’s fire depart- 
ment is manned by trained firemen, and 
is headed by a retired Omaha fire chief. 
Equipment includes a 1.000-gallon Amer- 
ican LaFrance triple combination fire 
pump, “Of course.” Isaacson said, “we'd 
need help from the Omaha department in 
the event of a major fire. but having an 
engine on the grounds can make a big 
difference.” 

Isaacson has attempted to make the 
horsemen more fire conscious by schedul- 
ing talks and demonstrations on fire pre- 
vention and fire fighting. “There’s not 
much use in having extinguishers in every 
barn if the men don’t know how to use 
them.” he said. 


SANITATION 


The stable area is exceptionally clean, 
Near each barn a Dempster Dumpster 
serves as a portable manure bin. Since 
each dumpster is emptied as soon as it is 
filled. the fly population is kept to a 
minimum. Another advantage is that a 
dumpster requiries less labor. A_ truck 
with a large crane attached can pick it 
up. haul it away for quick dumping, and 
return it to the barn within a few min- 
utes.

MEANS TO AN END 


The governors of Ak-Sar-Ben feel that 
racing is somewhat incidental—that is. a 
successful racing meet is important  be- 
cause it means revenue for the organiza- 
tion’s other projects. not because it means 
prosperity for Thoroughbred owners and 
breeders, Seldom does a governor attend 
i: the races. and no governor has any ex- 
perience in racing.

When Mr. Fitz 
Stuck Around— 


A favorite expression of James E. Fitz- 
simmons is: “If I had as many good 
horses as I have good owners I would 
win all the races around.” After more 
than a half century of training the horses 
are gaining on the owners. On the last 
2 days of the Saratoga meeting Og- 
den Phipps’ Great Captain and William 
Woodward Jr.s Nashua romped off with 
the Saratoga Cup and Hopeful respective- 
ly. and the latter triumph was doubly 
sweet for the 80-year-old trainr. 

Ever since he came to Saratoga as a 
jockey in “94 the month of August has 
been reserved for Saratoga in Mr. Fitz’s 
book. The roster of stakes is very impres- 
sive. but Fitz. at some time or other. has 
managed to send out a winner of most of 
them. The biggest. however. eluded him, 
No matter how well a 2-year-old develop- 
ed. none was able to make good in the 
Hopeful. This must have become dis- 
couraging to the trainer. for he used to 
make the homeward trip to Sheepshead 
Bay on the last Friday and leave the 
saddling chores for the closing day to 
his son Jim or foreman Bart Sweeney. 

This year he decided to stay for the 
finish and was well rewarded. Great Cap- 
tain won the Cup for Mr, Fitz’s 10th 
triumph in that 1°4-mile test. The next 
day Nashua provided him with his first 
Hopeful. There is only one other big 
race on the New York books which has 
escaped the Fitzsimmons “steamer clam 
clutch.” and now twinkle-eyed old 
gentleman is looking toward the Futurity. 

CLOCKWORK. Arcaro had another 
winner during the week when he guided 
home Parlo in the Alabama Stakes. old- 
est of America’s races for 3-year-old_fil- 
lies.

Before the Alabama Stakes, Dick Handlen. train- 
er of Foxeatcher Farm’s Parlo, told jockey Eddie 
Arearo that the filly should be held off the early 
pace, but when the field left the gate Parlo quickly 
went to the front. Since she seemed to be run- 
ning easily, Arcaro let her go, and after half a 
mile she was 6 lengths ahead. She yielded ground 
in the stretch, but held off C. V. Whitney’s Moon- 
sight, which, coupled in the betting with Dispute. 
was favored at 115-100. Parlo was fifth choice at

Asked after the race why he took Parlo to the 
front, Arearo said, “The guy up in the stands— 
he can’t tell you how to ride every inch of the 
way, you know.” 

The Alabama Stakes, first run in 1872. has 
been won by some of America’s best race mares. 
The more recent winners include Top Flight. 
Vagrancy, But Why Not, and Busanda. (Some of 
the best race mares have lost the Alabama, in- 
cluding Twilight Tear, Next Move, and Grecian 
Queen.) 

Parlo, bred by William du Pont Jr... who owns 
Foxeatcher Farm, has won only 2 of 8 starts this 
year, but each of her wins has been in a leading 
3-year-old filly stakes. She won the Delaware Oaks 
on June 26. She also finished second in the Miss 
Woodford Stakes and third in the Betsy Ross 
Stakes.

The Saratoga Cup, one of America’s oldest 
stakes, has had small fields for the last 25 years, 
attesting the dearth of stamina in U. S. runners. 
Of the 5 starters in the 1954 running, Saratoga 
bettors preferred (at 3-4) the Ogden Phipps en- 
try of Great Captain and Bassanio. Bassanio, win- 
ner of the Sussex Handicap earlier this summer, 
was expected to be the winner. He never got 
close, but his stablemate got the job done, giv- 
ing trainer Jim Fitzsimmons his 10th win in the 
stakes, 

Great Captain, leading all the way. to 
repulse 3 challenges. *Ararat II was close for 
the first mile, then began to drop back. Kazmaier 
and *Impulsivo moved to within half a length 
of the leader at the head of the stretch. Kazmaier 
soon gave way, but *Impulsivo held on until the 
last sixteenth, where Great Captain drew away 
from him to win by 5 lengths. 

Bred by his owner, Great Captain has been 
bothered with injuries during much of his racing 
career. He always has shown his best form in 
distance races. At 3 he was second to Mandingo 
in the 2;4-mile Daingerfield Handicap, longest 
stakes run at a New York track. Last year he 
was third to Alerted in the Saratoga Cup. His 
only previous stakes start this year was in the 
Saratoga Handicap, in which he was unplaced. 

Great Captain is the fourth 1954 stakes winner 
for War Admiral, which stands at Faraway Farm, 
Lexington. He also is the fourth stakes winner 
for Big Hurry, his dam. Big Hurry, which won 
the Selima Stakes, was bred by the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley. Phipps got her in 1946, when the Brad- 
ley horses were divided among Greentree Stud, 
King Ranch, Circle M Farm, and Phipps. Big 
Hurry’s best foals have been fillies, Be Fearless 
and Bridal Flower: her other stakes winner is 
The Admiral, also by War Admiral. The second 
dam is the great producer *La Troienne, the full 
record of whose descendants was given in THE 
Bioop-Horse of April 24, page 928.

The second part of the Deauville meet- 
ing was favored with better weather and 
the arrival of an American party under 
the guidance of Baron Fred d’Osten and 
Horatio Luro, 2 old Deauvillais who ex- 
plained things to Mrs. du Pont. Mr, and 
Mrs. Stevenson, and Mr. Bunker Hunt. 


We also had the pleasure of seeing 
Miss Eleonora R. Sears’ colors carried 
by Mahout (Brantome—Malekeh, by 
Stardust) in the 7-furlong Prix d’Aumale, 
for 2-year-olds, but unfortunately the well 
bred youngster failed to place. Leader all 
the way was Soleil Royal (Sky High— 
Statira, by Fantastic), which had finished 
fifth in the Prix Morny. Second was the 
Prix Robert Papin third, Dictaway 
(Honeyway—Nymphe Dictee, by Diolite) 
and third another filly, the hitherto un- 
beaten Relance (Relic—Polaire, by Le 


Volcan). 


The result enhances the value of the 


first 4 in the Prix Morny, especially that 
of the winner Chingacgook. 

Three important races for older horses 
were offered. In the Prix de Pomone, 1144 
miles. the good 4-year-old fillies Gourabe, 
Radio, and Avenida opposed a group of 
good 3-year-olds. among them the Oaks 
third, Philante.
